SAN FRANCISCO, March J9.—Th8 leg- 


islative act of June 1, 1917, which created 
a state real estate commissioner and pro- 
vided for the regulation, supervision and 
licensing of real estate brokers and their 
agents, was declared unconstitutional by 
the supreme court In a unanimous de- 
cision signed by Justice J. Blchards, to- 
day. 


This action was taken following the 


appeal of L. A. Raleigh, Oakland real 
estate broker from a decision of the Real 
Estate 
commissioner and his appeal 


granted. 
The act defined real estate 


brokers, agents, solicitors and salesmen 
and required Uie payment of certain 
licenses to the state under the direction 
of the commissioner whom it created at 
$3000 a year salary, with office expense of 
an additional 550.000.

Formal ratification of the kaiser-dictated peace 


treaty by the Bolshevist power in Eussia projects 
the question of intervention in Siberia into a more 
acute stage than ever. Those who would not see the 
danger in this quarter a few days ago must now 
realize that the demand for accurate information 


a 
ana action is urgent. 


The question of military action in Siberia is not, 


as agents and friends of the kaiser have tried to 
make it appear, a Japanese or a Japanese-Ameri- 
can question. It is an Inter-Ally problem of the 
gravest nature. German armies are proceeding 
wherever they will in Eussia and the appearance of 
a strong enemy force in Pacific Russia is to be ex- 
pected. Allied war material all along the railway 
line from Vladivostok to Harbin should be taken 
over by allied forces. It has been produced by 
American workingmen, and to calmly let it reach 
the hands of Ge'rman soldiers for use against the 
soldiers of the United States fighting in Europe 
were a crime. 


England, France, Italy and Belgium are in the 


are in danger of death by Ally-made arms and am- 
munition, through the treachery of Eussian agents 
of Germany. It is of no consequence whether those 
agents have consciously or unconsciously served 
German purposes. The problem before the Allies 
is to prevent the disaster being larger than human- 
ly possible to prevent 


Allied forces should occupy Vladivostok and 


HarWn and the railway and Siberian littoral be- 
tween. They should do it at once. If Japanese 
forces are called upon to perform this duty it will 
be due to the fact that the* exigencies of war have 
moved to Japan's frontier, and the rule of greatest 
military efficiency calls for the employment of 
Japanese armJes. Such a distribution of the Allied 
military tasks will in no way alter the status of 
the Siberian operations. 
They will remain essen- 


tially Inter-Ally. All the powers'of the entente 
coalition will-.be responsible for their successful 
prosecution and for the readjustment after peace. 


The people of the Pacific Coast are not anxious 


to see the Pacific area safeguarded against German 
attack through the occupation of Vladivostok be- 
cause they are tender-footed about bearing their 
share of the experience of actual warfare. They 
would not run to the ravines of the Sierras should 
a German raider sent out from Vladivostok attack 
a coast port; nor would their determination to win 
tie war falter at the receipt of news that coastwise 
steamers and fishing boats were wholesale victims 
of German assassins. 


But they are mindful that the forces of men and 


material provided by the United States can be used 
with greatest effect in Europe. They do not wish 
to observe the necessity, through error of judgment 
and impotency of decision, to divide the naval forces 
in the Atlantic employed in convoying men and 
supplies and blockading the German high seas fleet 
and send a portion of them into the Pacific. They 
•wish to see continued the steady drive of the na- 
tion's maximum strength against the enemy's lines 
in France and Belgium, where it may strike closest 
at the heart of autocracy. 
. 


Citizens of the Pacific Coast also are keenly alive 


to the fact that enemy agents and propagandists are 
still busy trying to breed dissension between Japan 
and the United States in order that the kaiser's 
dearest wish may be served. They do not want 
humanity further victimized by these criminals. 


President Wilson has in a .large way become the 


moral and spiritual leader "of the Allies. He has 
voiced the ideals and aims of the war against 
autocracy and its Hunic code of lying, theft, mur- 
der, pillage and assassination. He can guarantee 
the life of the Russian democracy by winning the 
war, and by no other device. 


Adequate protection of the Allies' lines in East 


Asia is a vital part of a wio-the-war program and 
if the President leads the allied governments in 
providing this protection there will be no question 
\ after peace about the restoration'of Russian, terri- 
tory to any government the people of that unhappy 


may establish, America's opportunity to- 


in such an arrangement of the private industries] 
that are to be established there as would cause the 
minimum of disadvantage to the public interest. 
Shipping and shipbuilding plants would be re- 
quired to arrange and align their establishment so 
as not to interfere with each other and to render 
useless much of the city's land which they do not 
obtain control of. 


It is difficult to understand why the city govern- 


ment should not desire, while permitting industrial 
plants to be established on the waterfront pierhead 
line, to conserve as much of the public advantage 
and convenience as possible. 


If an intelligent and carefully thought out plan 


of development of the western waterfront was 
adopted there would be some order in the erection 
of private piers and wharves of the shipping com- 
pany and industrial plants, and the structures to 
go.up along the pier line would be so planned as 
not to hamper adjoining projects and street build- 
ing. 


"What applies to the Key Route basin applies also 


to other sections of Oakland's harbor facilities. The 
whole should be developed in accordance with an 
expert plan devised to bring the maximum of public 
advantage. Why has not such a course been pur- 
sued? What is it that prevents its adoption now 
before irreparable harm is suffered? 


TEADE EXCHANGE WITH SPAIN. 


Conclusion of the negotiations with Spain for a 


commercial agreement covering certain exports to 
Spain contingent upon General Pershing's forces 
in France being furnished with certain items of 
military supplies seems to have been reasonably 
satisfactory. Ratifications of the new treaty were 
delayed somewhat on account of the frequent 
cabinet changes in Madrid, but have now been 
exchanged and the provisions of the agreement are 
immediately effective. 


According to an authorized statement by the Wai- 


Trade Board at Washington, the negotiations were 
of a three-sided character, dealing not only with 
tie trade relations between the United States and 
Spain, but also with arrangements for a French 
credit in Spain. 


The American representatives have been able, in 


addition to securing considerable amounts of de- 
sired supplies for General Pershing's forces and 
satisfactorily arranging the problems of American 
exports and imports, to materially assist the French 
government in securing a large credit in Spain to 
finance payments for the supplies which France 
draws from Spanish sources. 


Under the agreement Spain permits free export 


to the Allies of pyrites, minerals and manufactured 
wood, a concession of decided value to the entente 
powers, and the export to the extent permitted'by 
home requirements of various other commodities, in 
addition to the specific licensing of the supplies 
required by General Pershing. In return, the United 
States assures to Spain its necessary supplies of 
cotton and petroleum, the amount of the monthly 
export of these commodities being fixed in the 
agreement at a figure \\ hioh will cover the genuine 
Spanish requirements, but bar the possibility of 
German agents in Spain secretly buying up and 
hoarding a stock of cotton against the time of the 
conclusion cf p^a^- PpaJn 1? granted other supplies 
to the extent that they can be spared after satisfy- 
ing home requirements in the United States and 
providing for the needs of its associates in the war. 


While the advantages under this agreement will 


be mutual, Spain securing supplies vital to the'1 


prosperity of important industries and the comfortp 
of her people, the outcome is an evidence that the, 
Spanish government and people are in the main! 
friendly to the entente Allies. They are also 
sufficiently courageous to ignore the demands which j 
Germany must have tried to impose. The period 
following Spain's refusal some months ago to per- 
mit the exports of mules, blankets and other ma- 
terial to France for use by the American expedition- 
ary army until the happy conclusion of the coro-j 
mercial agreement was regarded as critical to the 
relations between the Spanish and the Allied govern-' 
ments. The outcome is reassuring.

For the benefit of the public 
I wish to state that our goods are 
put on boats bound for Vancouver; 
there they are taken charge of by 
the Canadian Red Cross, who In turn 
forwards them 'through Canada to 
England; thence to Belgian, Red 
Cross, London; then on to Hospital 
Elizabeth, Poperinghe, -where they 
are distributed to the refugees. The 
Aide Civile Beige tras organized by 
Elizabeth, queen of Belgium, to help 
the Inhabitants of that part of Bel- 
gium which Is not occupied as -well as 
the various categories of refugees -who 
have found shelter in this last rem- 
nant of their country. 


We remind our friends that the

the manufacture and sale of pro- 
prietary feeds containing wheat by- 
product*, such as bran, middlings 
and short*, has Just been put into ef- 
fect by the United States food admin- 
istration, it -was announced 
from 
Washington today In a telegram to 
the food administration for Califor- 
nia. The effect of the new order will 
be to release greater quantities of 
straight mill feeds to the farmer on 
a price schedule not to exceed $4.50 
from the mill to the consumer, instead 
of the $8 heretofore allowed as deal- 
ers' profits. 


Henceforth, according- to the new 
regulation, millers will not be allowed 
to manufacture and sell In any one 
month an 
amount of proprietary 


•wheat by-product feeds In excess of 


and sold during any three months of 
1917. 
No greater profits will be al- 


lowed in the «ale of the proprietary 
feeds than that taken on the sale of 
straight mill feeds, which is regu- 
lated on the basis of 38 per cent of the 
cost of the wheat.

All bakers who are not using the 


required 20 per cent of wheat flour 
substitutes in bread and rolls, must 
cease baking these products tomorrow 
and must not resume operation until 
they are In a position to use the sub- 
stitutes, under penalty of having their 
licenses revoked. 
This telegraphic 


order was received today by the act- 
ing food administrator for California 
from Commissioner Ralph P. Mwitt, 
who Is now in Washington. 
The order follows: 
"At a meeting; of committee of admin- 
istrators -with the baking section, it 
was decided to make the 
slogan. 


'Victory bread or close,' 
effective. 


March 20. All bakers who are not 
using the required 20 per cent of 
wheat flour substitutes in bread and 
roils mum cease baking th-cao pro- 
ducts on the twentieth, and must not 
resume operation until they are pre- 
pared to use the substitutes as re- 
quired, upon pain of revocation of 
licence. 
Thli applies to bread and 


rolls only. Where, surplus of potatoes 
exists, again urge bakers to make use 
of them as substitutes to the limit of 
their ability. Four pounds of potatoes 
being required In place of one pound 
of substitutes. This emphasizes again 
the urgency of the wheat problem."
